Many queer things are heard of. One 
store was completely wrecked yet by one 
of the eccentricities of the disaster over 
tbe ruins still bung tbe name of tbe 
flrm. They immediately bad the ruins 
and name photographed and sen t out a 
circular letter to all friends and custo- 
mers, containing the picture and bearing 
this Inscription, "We have lost every. 
thing but our name." Of course a bouse 
with eueh a philosophy was ready for 
business.

The first and last item of salvage in 


this great wreck seems to be brickbat*. 
Of course there are many broken brick- 
bats but hundreds of thousands of whole 
ones have gone through tbe fire and 
lived to tell tbe tale. Beside them,

other stuff tbat does not seem to bave 
fared as veil. Iron and steel twisted 
and ont of shape protrude everywhere, 
atone buildings seem to have crumbled 
and scaled away.

Tbe Associated Billposters of 
the 


United States and Canada now officially 
condemn tbe practice of painting signs 
upon rocks and other natural objects in 
picturesque landscapes, although they 
sjem to offer no objection to putting a 
boarding for posters and paintings in 
front of the natural object. Tbe dis- 
tinction is a fine one, but it means some 
gain. Several railroads bave prohibited 
tbe erection of billboards on their own 
property, aud although this scarcely dis- 
turbs the advertiser, wbo can still use 
the private property on either aide of tbe 
right of way, it shuts out one possible 
extension cf tbe abuse tbat baa tremen- 
dous possibilities. In at least one case, 
a'so, a great railroad company baa taken 
to planting quickly growing trees atj 
such places aa to bide tbe boardings i 
erected on adjacent land. Tbe Boston ;
